He was the man 
who did the fighting, and the man 
who carried the musket is the 
greatest hero of the war in my 
opinion,”

AN AWFUL FIRE. 


Many Peepic Shut in and Moasted 
te Peath. 

New York, August 4.— A fire, 
attended with great loss of life, oc- 
curred yesterday afternoon on the 
Bowery. It originated in a six 
story brick. building, in which 
there were 150 persons at the time, 
Nearly all were Polish Jews, work- 
ing at tailoring. Fifteen minutes 
after the alarm sounded it was 
discovered that many persons were 
still in the burning building. A 


number had also leaped from the 
windows or fallen from the fire es- 
capes, making the list of injured 
nat, wm early in the progress of 
the fire. 

Some exciting scenes occurred 
during the fire. The inmates were 
paulc-stricken, and rushed to the 
nearest windows and fire escapes 
and hurled themselves out, falling 
on the sidewalk, where they lay 
bruised and bleeding. Great con- 
fusion was caused by the inability 
of the inmates to —_ or under- 
stand English. A large number of 
inmates of the building were wo- 
men and girls. 

The building was completely 
shut in by R structures. 
There was a space of fifteen feet 
between the rear of the White 
House on the Bowery and the 
front of the tenement, a narrow 
passage betwéen the rear of the 
tenement at the north, aud adjoin- 
ing was the stage of the People's 
Theater, and another building 
abutted against it at the south. It 
is supposed that a 1 or vil stove 
2 setting fire to the prem- 
ises. 

The casualties at midnight were 
believed to be as follows: Dead 20, 
reported missing 8, seriously in- 
jured 10. It is probable that search 
. the ruins will increase the 
list.

| KEEPING ALFALFA CLEAN. 


Some Points Which Will Prove of 
Interest to Farmers. 

Farmers in some portions of Califor- 
nia are having a great deal of trouble 
in keeping their alfalfa fields clean 
from the growth of other plants. The 
particular trouble about which com- 
| plaint is made, says the Genoa Cour- 
| ter, is the presence of foxtail grass in 
the alfalfa. It is said that a large 
port ion of the hay raised in some sec- 
tions contains so much of this objec- 


tionable growth that the price has 
| fallen fully 50 per cent. below what is 
paid for the clean alfalfa. 

One of the causes for this trouble, 
says and exchange, may be found in 


the parsimony with which alfalfa is 
often sowed. While the seed is not so 
high-prived as to force economy in its 
use, still many will be found who 
recommend that no more than fifteen , 
or twenty pounds of seed be sown to 
the acre. The result of this unwise 
economy is seen in the slender scatter- 
ing growth of the alfalfa, which is 
|eusily choked out by foxtail and other 
noxious growths. An alfalfa field up- 
on which too little seed bas been sown 
is a melancholy spectacle, with its 
patchwork of good grass aud weeds— 
the latter often largely predominating. 
It is pretty poor ecunemy not to sow 
an abundance of seed. irty pounds 
to the acre is none too much, as many 
a farmer has proven. Mix the alfalfa 
with barley, sow it carefully and plen- 
tifully and the result will be a growth 
ol the two plants combined which will 
effectually choke out any weeds. That 
is the whole secret of getting a good 
stand of alfalfa, and when that is done 
there will be no trouble from foxtail or 
unything else. If alfulfa is cut at the 
| — time no opportunity will be af- 
forded for weeds of any kind to go to 
seed, even should they manage to get a 
sturt. Of course, it is possible that 
the water for irrigating, when con- 
| ducted in open ditches, may convey 
the seeds of weeds upon the alfalfa 
field. But the latter plant is go rapid 
a grower that the weeds stand little 
chance of making headway against it. 
Occasionally, for some reason, a por- 
tion of the alfalfa plants may die. 
Some new seed should then be 
harrowed in, and in this way the 
stand will be always be kept even and 
the plants so closely together that no 
weed stands a ghost of a chance.

A little difficulty occurring between 
the settlers and the Indians on the 
Klamath Reservation has just caused 
me to send a troop of cavalry there 
from Fort Bidwell again. When ar- 


do away with Fort McDermitt it will, 
in my judgement, be wise t continue 
Fort Bidwell, on account of the Indians, 
several b 
through that country from Northern 
0 and Nevada to Boise City, I. 
T. It will give much more confidence 
to herdsmen and other settlers to re- 


tain Fort Bidwell rather than to 


éstablish a new fort at Reno. Still, 
eventually, 1 think a fort at Reno 
would be a sufficient d to 
watch difficulties that may occur 
where there are so many nomadic In- 
dians as there are in Nevada. I would 
say, however, it should be a few years 
belore a final location of a permanent 
fort in that State is made. 

General Howard is in favor of a fort 
here in time. With the present and 
prospective railroad connections, Reno 
now is almost as available for any ac- 
tual service that may be required by 
reason of any Indian de tions as 
any point on the coast. it will not be 
long till Keno is connected on the 
north with the Union Pacific system 
of railroads, and in case of an emer- 
gency a sufficient array of soldiers 
could reach any point where an ag- 
gression night de made. The present 
condition of the Indians is such, and 
their dependence on the whites so 
great, that no plan of theirs could be 
carried out, that looked like an on- 
slaught on the whites, without time 
fur the friendly Indians to expose all. 
If action were taken now toward estab- 
lishing a post in Keno, by the time 
lands could he secured and the neces- 
sary buildings erected, the .conditions 
of the coust will be such as to warrant 
u concentration of the forts here. As 
an economic measure, there is every- 
thing in favor of locating the military 
here forthwith, and our citizens should 
take steps, by public meeting or other- 
wise, to impress u the War De- 
partivent the necessity fur early action.

“How do you mark a ** 

“Kasy enough,” was his answer. We 
do it in the same way that the blind man 
reads—by the sense of feeling. 

“Before we can read these cards they 
must be put in shape. Thisis done with 
a ring which is worn on the most conven- 
lent finger. On the inside of vhe ring—I 
mean the part under the finger—is a little 
steel spur, not sharp enough to penetrate 
the cards and make a hole, which would 
be detected, but a slight indentation, re- 
sembling a pimple,on the back of the 
card, but so small that with clese obsor- 
vation it would not be noticed. 

“This we cannot see, but we can feel it, 
and the location is the cipher to the de- 
nomination of the card.
